ficulty in proceeding to the home of 
former Congressman Springer where 


' .he breakfasted. 


In the meantime a big crowd gather- 


ed at the Baltimore and Ohio station. 
There Bryan addressed them from a 
.seat in the automobile. 
"I have never 


cared for Washington as a perma- 
nent residence" said Bryan, "but un- 
der the stress of peculiar 
circum- 


stances I 
could be comfortable here 


for" 
"four years." 
The 
crowd 


finished the sentence for the speaker. 


He spoke of the civil service saying 
that this contest was for 
higher 


things than the possession of a few 
salaries. 
He acknowledged 
being 


ambitious but not to be president of the 
United States and -king of the Philip- 
pines. 


The crowd struggled to shake hands 


and the police finally cleared a way to 
the train which left at nine o'clock for 
Hockville, Ind.

Richmond P. Hobson has 
been quoted as saying that Admiral 
Sampson is dying of a broken heart, 
owing to the Sampson-Schley contro- 
versy which, followed the naval en- 
gagement at Santiago.

! "When last Saturday, Oct. 13, I saw 
in the papers that Admiral Sampson 
was ill, I took the next train to Boston 
and spent Sunday with him. His 
health is declining. 
JHis physicians 


are baffled'at his malady. 
His organs 


are right but his health does not im- 
prove. 


Breaking His Heart Brooding. 


"We touched on one or two subjects. 


For a little while he could not speak. 
Soon he had to be carried'to his room 
and I did not see him again. 
Mrs. 


Sampson told me that this great man 
was brooding, was breaking his heart 
at the thought that his fellow country- 
men we're .so unkind,. 


"I said to-Mrs. Sampson: 
'When 


I visit my Southland, if the opportu- 
nity offers itself, I. wish to tell, them 
something of this majesty of char- 
acter.' 
She replied: 'You dare not.' 


Your Southland was quick, and vig- 
orous to resent what was thought to 
be an attempt to take away the lau- 
rels of one of its great men.' 


"I came to Washington and saw the 


secretary of the navy and the presi- 
dent. 
To them. I also stated my in- 


tention and they both gave me con- 
sent, warning me, however, of what I 
might expect."

Has not Received Justice. 


.Mr. Hobson in his speech at a public 


reception today said Admiral Sampson 
had not received simple justice at 
the hands of the American people. He 
said: "It has been sought to place him 
in a despicable light before the -world. 
To make him an incompetent, narrow- 
minded man .and jealous of the fame 
of his contemporaries, .particularly of 
his one illutrions naval chief. 
As 


his junior officer serving under him I 
expressed the deliberate opinion that 
Admiral Sampson is the colossal figure 
of the 
Spanish-American war—the 


genius of the naval victory of Santia- 
go. 
Ho is unmatched today as the 


directing mind of a war squadron on 
the seas."

He Draws From 60 1075 Millions a Year 


—His Daily Income Reaches 


$104,363.

New York, Oct. 23.—The announce- 


ment that the next quarterly dividend 
of the Standard Oil Company will prob 
ably be at the rate of 12 per cent., 
making 50'per cent, for the year, again 
calls attention to the enormous in- 
come which John D. Rockefeller re- 
ceives 
from 
his interest 
in the 


great enterprise. 


Mr. Rockefeller is said to hold 31 


per cent, 'of tt.he capital stock of the 
parent institution, from which his in- 
come during 1900 will be $15,500,000. 
In addition to his stock in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, Mr. Rockefeller is 
also said to own 4a per cent, of the 
stock 
of the subsidiary companies. 


The trust owns the remaining 51 per 
cent, of these minor companies, and up 
to this time, not including the next 
quarter, it has drawn $38,000,000 from 
this ownership. 


Mr. Rockefeller's share of the divi- 


dends so far declared this year 'by 
the parent trust is $11,780,000. His 49 
per cent, share of the profiits of the 
subsidiary companies is $36,510,000, 
making up §48,290,000 that he has re- 
ceived so far this year from his in- 
terest in oil, but this man's wealth is 
so great that the oil industry, im- 
mense as it is, is not large enough to 
employ his riches. 
He owns an in- 


terest in the innumerable railroads, 
banks, insurance and trust companies, 
mining corporations and in industrial 
"enterprises.

IN ISLAND OF CUBA 


Sugar and Tobacco Crops Are Worth 


$100,000.000, While All Industries 


Are Now Prosperous. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—"The 


condition of the people of the island 
of Cuba to the best of my belief and 
knowledge is one of content. 
They 


realize that wonderful progress has 
been made and they feel as a people 
kindly toward and have faith in the 
people of the United States. 
This tatement is made by Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, commanding the 
division of Cuba. 
In an extract from 


his annual report relative to the ad- 
ministration of the island of 
Cuba, 


made public by the war department 
today, is a statement showing that a 
remarkable advance has been made by 
Cuba during the past year. 


Hospitals have been established in 


every important town, asylums have 
been provided for orphan children, 
3,000 schools have been established, 
3,000 teachers, most of whom receive 
higher wages than teachers of corre- 
sponding grades in the United States, 
are employed and there are 150,000 
scholars where under Spanish admin- 
istration, there were not more than 
30,000 children attending schools. 
i 


General Wood calls attention to the 


fact that the two southern' provinces 
for the first time are free from yellow 
fever and in general there has been 
a great 
improvement in 
'health 


throughout the island.. 
Seven hun- 


dred miles of railroad have been es- 
tablished, bridges have been rebuilt 
streets payed and millions of dollars 
have been spent on public works, yet 
there is a surplus of $1,500,000 in the 
Cuban treasury.

RUSH OF BUYERS 


FOR TOBACCO CROP 


Some Speculation By a Trade Journa 


On the Anxiety of Traders to 


Get the First Pick. 


What do you think of the lush of 


buyers in the rural tobacco districts? 


This question has been put to us in- 


numerable times during the past two 
weeks says the United States Tobac- 
;o Journal. 
But it is no new ques- 


;ion. 
It is asked every year about 


;his time, though always asked in a 
tone of naive surprise, as if the oc- 
currence were novel, unheard of. For 
;hat reason we have given up think- 
ing about it. 
Time was when we in- 


nocently shared the surprise n,?id won- 
dered what the duece impels our pack- 
ers to rush into the rural tobacco dis- 
tricts and load up with another year's 
crop at increased prices when the crop 
of the previous year was still on their 
hands and could not be disposed of 
at a much lower figure. 


If we were to believe implicitly what 


we are told we would have to answer 
the above question with the statement 
that, our packers are the most un- 
selfish philantropists alive; that they 
are not in the business to make a 
livlihood for themselves, not t,6 speak 
of such a sordid motive as pi'ofits; 
but to enrich solely the poor, oppres- 
ed tobacco growers. 
For if 
they 


would only take the green crops off 
the farmers' hands at this time and at 
the prices asked the latter may be 
starving, which prospect would lay 
heavily on the consciences 01! 
the 


packers and disturb their 
peaceful 


slumbers. 


To escape this dreadful alternative 


they, the packers, prefer to.improvish 
themselves and to see with stoical in- 
difference their capital dwindling away 
from year to year. 
Of course the 


cynic might make fun of such philan- 
tropy and grieve you by tossing at you 
the stunning question: 
If these peo- 


ple have lost money in their opera- 
tions every year for the past ten years, 
how, 
in tHe name of common sense, 


can they have anything left to buy 
even a single acre of tobacco, except 
every one of them had a fortune to 
squander of the size possessed by the 
Astors and Vanderbilts and Rockefel- 
lers? 


Why then do people rush early in 


the fall into the rural tobacco districts 
and contract for the green crops at 
ever advancing figures? • The only ad- 
equate and common sense 
answer 


would be, that after all there must be 
more than a living in such specula- 
tion. 
True, some do get caught some- 


times, as they undoubtedly did in the 
'92 New England and Wisconsin crops. 


But as a rule the pretension of losses 


seems to be overdrawn. 
The profit- 


ableness of early buying depends, like 
other 
speculation, on the 
circum- 


stances stimulating them. In the case 
of the leaf tobacco trade it depends 
on the progress and advance of the 
cigar industry. 
As long as the cigar 


industry prospers and makes 
rapid 


advances every year, the speculation 
of early buying can hardly fail to be 
successful, because there will be an ua. 
doubted demand for the tobacco. 
It 


was so for the '98 crop; it is so for 
the '99 crop and all the prospects 
point that the demand will be i the 
.same for the 1900 crop.

STORY OF HIS 
PUBLIC LIFE. 


PrciUlent Snys Sliermuii's Course Was 


Ever Marked by Dhvotloii to Best In- 
terests ot Als Beloved Land—Burial 
•t UansUeld Thursday. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 
23.—The 


news of John Sherman's deatli was 
communicated to the state department 
by E. J. Babcock, at present private 
secretary 
to Secretary 
Hay. 
The 


president personally prepared an ex- 
pression of the nation's grief and the 
state department framed a message to 
be transmitted to the United States 
ambassadors, ministers and charges 
abroad, notifying them of the death ;of 
ex-Secretary Sherman. President Mc- 
Kinley's proclamation follows: 


"By the President of . the 
United 


States of America. 
A Proclamation— 


To the People of the United States:. la 
the .fullness of years and honors, John 
Sherman, lately secretary of state, has 
passed away. 


"Few among our citizens have risen 


to greater.or more deserved eminence 
dn the national councils than he. The 
story of his public life and services is 
as it were the history of the country 
for a half century. In the congress of 
the United States he ranked among'the 
foremost in the house and later in the 
senate. He was twice a member of the 
executive cabinet, first as secretary of 
the treasury and afterward as secre- 
tary of sta£e. Whether In debate dur- 
ing the dark hours . of our civil war 
or as the director of the 
country's 


finances during the period of rehabili- 
tation or as a trusted councilor in 
framing the nation's laws for over 40 
years, or as the exponent of its for- 
eign policy, hds course was ever marked 
by devotion to the bejj interests of 
his beloved land, and by able and con- 
scientious effort to uphold Its dignity 
and honor. His countrymen will long 
revere his memory and see in him a 
type of the patriotism, th'e uprightness 
and the zeal that go to molding and 
strengthening a nation. 


"In fitting expression of the sense ot 


bereavement tbat afflicts the republic, 


, I direct that on the day of the funeral 
' the executive 
offices of the United 


States display the national flag at half- 
mast and that the representatives of 
the United States in foreign countries 
shall pay in like manner appropriate 
tribute to the illustrious dead for a 
period of ten days.' 
j 


"Done at the city of Washington this 


22d day of October in the year of our 
Lord one thousand and nine hundred 
and of the independence of the United 
States of America the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth. . 


"Wtflliam MoKlnley. 


"By the President: John May, Secre- 


tary of State.'" 
The funeral services will be held 


here Wednesday and the 
remains 


taken to Mansfield for burial beside 
those of Mrs. Sherman. The president 
is expected to. attend the services at 
Mansfield Thursday. 


Sherman's Life Work. 


John Sherman .was born in Lancas- 


ter, Ohio, on May 10, 1823. After the 
death of his father in 1829. the boy 
•was cared for by a cousin of the same 
name residing in Mount Vernon, where 
he was sent to school.. 


At the age of twelve years he re- 


turned to Lancaster and entered "the 
academy, to prepare himself for col- 
lege. In two years he was sufficiently 
advanced to enter the sophomore class, 
but a desire to be self supporting led 
to his becoming junior rodman in the 
corps of engineers engaged 
on 
the 


Muskingum. 


He was placed in charge of the sec- 


tion of that work in Beverly early In 
1838, and so continued until the sum- 
mer of 1839, when he was removed be- 
cause he was a, Whig. 


In 1844 he was admitted to the bar. 


He formed a partnership with his 
brother Charles, in Mansfleld. 
Ohio, 


and continued with him until his en- 
trance into congress. 


Mr. Sherman married in 1843 Miss 


Cecilia Stewart only daughter of Judge 
Stewart, of Mansfleld, Ohio. 


Helped Nominate Taylor. 


In 1848 he was sent as a delegate to 


the Whig convention held In Philadel- 
phia, that nominated Zachary Taylor 
for the presidency, and in 1852 he was 
a delegate to the Baltimore convention, 
which nominated Winfleld Scott for 
the presidency. 


On Dec. 3, 1855, he took his seat in 


the Thirty-fourth congress. 


His appointment by the 
speaker, 


Nathaniel P. Banks, as a member ot 
the committee to inquire into and col- 
lect evidence in regard .to the border 
ruffian troubles in Kansas, was one 
one of the most important events in 
Mr. Sherman's life. Owing to the ill- 
ness of Chairman William A. Howard 
of Michigan the duty oi framing a re- 
port devolved on Sherman. 


As Lender of the Home. 


Mr. Sherman was re-elected to the 


Thirty-fifth congress, and 
before 
it 


closed he was recognized as the real 
leader in the house and its foremost 
man. To the thirty-sixth congress he 
•was also re-elected, and its sessions 
began amid the excitement following 
the John Brown raid. At. the end of 
eight weeks of contest, Mr. Sherman 
.retired, lacking only three votes of 
election. 


Planned Pacific Railroad. 


Mr. Sherman was, one of the first to 


appreciate the necessity anu to 
the possibility of a railroad to the. 
Pacific coast. In the Thirty-sixth con- 
gress he introduced a resolution order- 
ing an investigation of the scheme 
This action makes Mr. Sherman one- 
of the fathers of the great transconti 
nental system of communication. 


Again in 1860 he was elected to con 


gress, a congress marked by the con 
Cdent and defiant attitude of the se 
cessionists and the halting perplexit;. 
of President Buchanan. 


Career In tue Senate. 


In March, 1861, he was elected Unit 


ed States senator, to succeed Salmoi 
P. Chase, who had become secretary o 
the treasury, and was re-elected h. 
1867 and 1872. In the senate he wa;. 
chairman of the finance committee, 
and served on committee of agricul 
ture, the Pacific railroads,the Judiciary 
and patent office. 


After the fall of Port Sumter, April 


1861, he offered his services to Genera' 
Patterson, as ald-de-camp, without 
pay, and served until the meeting ol' 
congress In July. 
After the close o£ 


the session he returned to Ohio and 
received permission to ra}se a brigade. 
At his own expense It was largely 
raised, and consisted of two regiments 
of infantry, a squadron of cavalry, and 
a battery of artillery, altogether over 
2,300 men. This force served during 
the war and was known as the Slier- 
man Brigade. 


Friend of the Greenback*. 


His most valuable work was 
his 


service in he senate to preserve 
! and 


maintain the credit of the government 
and provide for the support of 
the 


armies. On the suspension of specie 
payments, about Jan. 1, 1862, the is- 
sue of the United States notes became 
a necessity. The question of making 
them legal tender was not received 
with favor by the business community 
and 
bankers, or, Indeed by many 


congressmen. Yet,

the efforts of Senator Sherman
